Non-Final Office Action 

Claims 1-10 and 59-74 are pending. No claim is allowed at the present time. 

Status of Prosecution 

The finality of the previous rejection is withdrawn. All of the previous rejections are 
withdrawn, as arguments are found persuasive. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. 1 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. 2

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Claims 1-10 and 59-74 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-40 of ROBERTS . 

ROBERTS teaches 5.alpha.-androst-l-ene-3. alpha., 17.beta.-diol and 5.alpha.-androst-l- 
ene-3.beta.,17.beta.-diol ester. 

Instant claims differ from the reference in claiming a positional isomer of the same 
compound (Instant invention's 4-ene vs. ROBERTS' 1-ene). 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to make a composition of the 
positional isomer of the known compound taught by ROBERTS.
